ASKS SAFE CONDUCT 


Li Huilg Chang Going to Pekin to 


Negotiate Peace With the 


Allied Nations. 


PEINE CHINC HIS ASSOCIATE 


THE ENCAMPMENT BEGINS 


VETERANS ARE GATHERING. 


Sixteenth National Encampment of the 


Union Veteran Legion is Under Way 


and Comrades Are Coming. 


Washington, Sept. 11 —Minister 


Wu has received a cable dispatch 
from Li Hung Chang giving an im- 
perial edict, signed by the emperor, 
directing him to proceed immediate- 
ly to Pekin. and there co-operate with 
Prince Ching toward peace negotia- 
tions and a settlement of all war 
difficulties. 


The edict is dated August 27. Ac- 


cordingly, Li Hung Chang asks that 
the powers co-operate in affording 
him personal protection and facili- 
tating his journey. 
He probably 


•will leave Shanghai at once, going 
"by sea. 


Sir Robert Hart, imperial minister 


of customs, has been ashed to pro- 
cure steamer accomodations for the 
trip. 


Minister Wu probably will nsk 


that a United States gunboat be des- 
ignated for Earl Li's UDS. 


PRINCE CHING LI'S COMPEER. 


London, Sept. 11.—The officials of 


the Chinese legation decline to make 
public the text of the imperial decree 
commanding the opening of pence 
negotiations, but ray the document 
appoints Prince Ching, head of the 
tsung-li-yameii, a plenipotentiary, as 
well as Li Hung Chang. 


It was added th.it it had been sug- 


gested that Liu-Kuhii-Ye, the viceroy 
of Nanking, and Chang-Chi-Tung, 
the -viceroy of Hankow, would also 
bo appointed, but the decree docs not 
mention them. 


ITALY -WANTS PBAOE. 


London, Sept. 11.—A special dis- 


patch from Rome says the Italian 
cabinet has decided to initiate im- 
mediately peace negotiations -with 
China. 


Itnly will formulate demands for 


an indemnity and if they are accepted 
Italian intervention will foe consider- 
ed terminated and no proposals tend- 
ing to further warfare in China will 
be considered. 


The information, obtained at the 


Chinese legation in London regard- 
ing the imperial edict on the sub- 
ject of peace negotiations differs ma- 
terially from the news on the same 
subject obtained in Washington. 
In 


London it set forth that the decree 
appoints "plenipotentiaries" to con- 
duct the negotiations for peace, and 
mentions Prince Ching as one of the 
plenipotentiaries, whereas the an- 
nouncement made in Washington is 
that the decree appoints Li Hung 
Chang only a plenipotentiary to ne- 
gotiate for peace. 


LI WANTS SAFE CONDUCT. 


Berlin, Sept. II.—It is learned nt 


the British embassy here that Li 
Flung Chang having <been directed by 
the emperor of China to .proceed im- 
mediately to Pekin and co-operate 
with Prince Ching towards a settle- 
ment of all the difficulties wif'h the. 
powers, has applied through, the 
Chinese ambassadors at the various 
capitals for a guarantee from the 
jowers of a safe conduct at sea and on 
and on his way to Pekin for the be- 
ginning of the negotiations. His ap- 
plication, it Is added, has not yet bean 
answered.

PRANCE JOINS RUSSIA. 


London, Sept. 11.—France has for- 


mally adhered to the Russia pro- 
posal to withdraw from Pekin to 
Tien Tain. 
A representative of the 


Associated Press learns on unques- 
tionable authority that telegraphic 
instructions 
were sent yesterday 


from Paris and St. Petersburg, to M. 
Pichon and M. DeGeirs, respectively 
the'ministers of Trance and -Russia 
at Pektn, directing botli ministers, 
in conjunction with Generals Frey 
nnd Llnowitch to take measure to 
withdraw the legations and military 
contingents of both countries to Tien 
Tsin immediately if circumstances 
permit. 


Diplomatic circles in London are 


inclined to believe that this step will 
lead to similar action upon-the part 
of the United States and Japan, and 
that while Germany may hold out 
till Field Marshal W. Count Von 
•Walderseo arrives in China she will 
ultimately acquiesce, leaving Great 
Britain little choice but to follow 
suit. 


MAKES A DENIAL. 


London, Sept. 
II.—The Chinese 


minister here, Sir Chih Chen Lo Feng 
Luh, in the course of an interview, 
denied' the charges of Dr. Mormon, 
the Pekin. correspondent of the Lon- 
don Times, who, among other th'.ngv., 
said tho most profound indignation 
w.-is felt at Pekin "Sir Chih Chen -Lo 
Feng Luh and Wu Ting Fang, whose 
shameless lies and transmissions ot 
bogus communications, -which facts 
delayed the departure of the relief 
column until nearly too late, are 
still received with honor in London 
and Washington." 


The "minister says he was in con- 


stant communication with the em- 
peror and empress, ..who, he asserted, 
•were now at Tsi-Nan-Fu (Slan-Fu, 
capital of the province of Shen-Sl), 
nrhence messages were sent by cour- 


ier to Pao-Ting-Fu and thence to 
Shanghai.

Saratga, N. Y., Sept. 11.—It was

COMING OF THE STORM. 


Galveston, via Western Union Dis- 


patch boat to Houston, Texas, Sept. 
10.— The terrific cyclone that pro- 
duced such a distressing disaster in 
Galveston and all through Texas was 


;edicted "by the United States weath- 


er 'bureau, to strike Galveston: Friday 
ight and created much apprehension 


but the night passed 'without the 
prediction being verified. The con- 
ditions, however, were ominous, the 
danger signal was displayed on. the 
ring shift of the weather bureau, 
shipping was warned, etc. 


Tihe southeastern sky was sombre, 


the gulf beat high on the beach -with 
that dismal thunderous roar that 
presaged trouble, while the -air -had 
the stillness that betokeus a storm.. 
From out of the north, in the middle 
watches of the night, the wind began 
to come in spiteful puffs, increasing 
n volume as the day dawned. By 10 
o'clock Saturday morning it was al- 
most a gale. 'At noon it had increas- 
ed in velocity an'd was driving the 
rain, whipping the pools and tearing 
things up in a lively manner, yet no 
erious apprehension was felt by resi- 
dents remote from the encroachments 
of the gulf. 


FLED BEFORE THE WAVES. 
•Residents near the lieaeh were 


aroused to the danger that threatened 
their homes. Stupendous waves (be- 
gan to send their '-waters far -inland 
nd the people made a hasty erit to 
ecure places in the city.- Two gig-au- 
ric forces were at work. The gulf

of water aaid the barracks, located 
there are destroyed, the soldiers Janv- 
ing a miraculous escape from drown- 
ing.

Most of tiie dead so far lo- 
cated arc in the two small villages 
of Heedville and Ueasley. One man 
wns killed on the Booth plantation 
and the plantation wrecked.
